The on-going proposals for youth provision in 
the Village are delayed for the time being due 
mainly to the fact that Community Education is 
going through a major review within the County 
because of a 40% cut in funding from April. 
Therefore, the uncertainty regarding the future of 
the service has been the major factor in the Bar Hill 
project delay.

For services rendered 

Around the War Office in London they circulat- 
ed one of the best stories of the war; when a young 
Lieutenant was promoted to Captain, by an error 
the date appeared in the London Gazette as Ist 
April 1041, rather than 1941. That night, after a 
few pleasant hours spent in the mess, his fellow 
officers persuaded him to apply for back pay and 
allowances. The application was made out on the 
correct form, quoting the necessary paragraphs of 
Kings regulations: then they all adjourned to bed. 
Next morning, the young officer realized with hor- 
ror what he had done and was filled with trepida- 
tion as to the outcome. Charges ? A Court Martial ? 
Weeks later came the reply:- 


Your application for allowances dating back to 
Ist April 1041 has been found to be in order and 
your account has been credited with £39,999. You 
appear, however. to have overlooked a further 
paragraph of Kings Regulations, under which a 
commanding officer is personally responsible for 
any guns or horses lost in action owing to his neg- 
ligence. If the commanding officer is killed , his 
responsibility devolves upon the surviving officer 
next in seniority. Your letter proves conclusively 
that you are the sole survivor of the Battle of 
Hastings (1066 A. D.) where 20,000 horses valued 
at £2 each were lost by negligence. The responsi- 
bility for payment of £40,000 therefore falls upon 
you. Accordingly, your account has been adjusted 
to the extent of a Nett Debit of £1.

Over at the Reserve, things 
are hotting up ... not heat wise, 
but activity wise. There are 
still some Redwings about in 
the trees, Blue and Great Tits 
are starting to go through their 
nging loudly, and some ‘Blues' 
have been observed at the nest-box taking last 
year's nest material out, getting ready to take this 
year's in. 

Some of the Willow trees flanking the stream are 
showing signs of being attacked by Woodpeckers 
looking for grubs. There are holes along the stream 
side, footprints and droppings, evidence of Water 
Voles ... which are now getting scarce throughout 
the country. 

On the 14th January I was standing next to the 
pond, observing, when | heard a familiar sound ... a 
frog croaking. I just happened to see it before it — 
plopped beneath the surface. I stood watching, hop-

1 wish I didn't have to - 
do this ... but coulc the person or persons who have 
heen going around the area of the reserve pulling 
up as many- plastic tree tubes as they can, then 
throwing them abowt and also putting some of them 
in the pond ... please stop !!! 

It is my pond, it is your pond and it is the pond 
of everyone who lives in the Village, so please 
don't spoil it for otner people. If you don't like it, 
fair enough. But otter people do. J for one get a 
great deal of enjoyment from our pond. So please 
treat % with the respect it deserves. 

The plastic tree tubes cost money as well, and a 
lot of time is spent dy our Tree Warden growing 
Oaks from acoms picked locally: when they are big 
enough they are planted out with tubes around 
them to grow for the future. If the person or per- - 
sons would like to phone me or get in touch with 
me, all in confidence, I would be only too willing 
to take them to the Reserve and show them what a 
fascinating thing Nature is, and hopefully persuade 
them to appreciate :t rather than the present course 
they are on.
